III Those Homo sapiens who regard the world exclusively 
from a first-person perspective who are not only aware 
of and acknowledge the existence of phenomena that are 
at the same time autonomous and aesthetic but also are 
interested in bringing into existence works of art-- 

the Homo sapiens of this group can be divided into two 
subgroups (a) those Homo sapiens who regard the world 
and all phenomena from the first-person perspective of 

a single spatially and temporally situated Homo sapiens 
whose first-person perspective of the world and of all 
phenomena is not only naive but also idiosyncratic (such 
a Homo sapiens not only erroneously believes that his 

or her experience of the world is from the point of view 
of content unique but also brings into existence a phe- 
nomenon in which that content is assigned a form which 
whether it is unique or not is meaningful in a particu- 
lar way only to the creator of that phenomenon). Are 
the phenomena that are brought into existence by such 
persons at the same time autonomous and aesthetic? Cer- 
tainly not which does not mean that many of the Homo 
sapiens of this group do not bring into existence phe- 
nomena that are regarded by their creators as works of 
art even though those phenomena are not at the same time 
autonomous and aesthetic. The phenomena that such per- 
sons bring into existence are it must be understood 
phenomena that are meaningful/significant only to those 
who have brought those phenomena into existence. It is 
conceivable for example that a Homo sapiens who is in- 
terested in creating a work of art might regard any 
phenomenon that he or she brought into existence that 
caused him or her to recall fondly his or her autumn 
holiday in Bordeaux or his or her coming of age in a 
small town in rural Nebraska as a work of art which 

does not mean certainly that a work of art about an 
autumn holiday in Bordeaux or a work of art about the 
coming of age of a Homo sapiens in a small town in rural 
America can not be brought into existence but it does 
mean that a Homo sapiens who is interested in creating 

a work of art about either of those subjects can not 
bring into existence a work of art about either of those 
subjects if his or her perspective with reference to 
those subjects is that of a spatially and temporally 
situated Homo sapiens whose perspective of the world 

and of all phenomena is not only exclusively first-per- 
son but also naive and idiosyncratic. Is that not the 
stance of all those Homo sapiens who erroneously be- 
lieve that a work of art can be created by a human mind 
that is not at the same time conscious and analytical?
